EHS serves as ACT test site 


a college entrance exam. The 
ACT is the most common exam 
in this area of the country, and it 
is administered five times each 
year:: in. October, December, 
February, April, and June. 

Elba High School has served 
aS an’ACT testing site for the 
last five years. On average, 75- 
150 students take the ‘test ‘at 
EHS.on any given test date. 

EHS students -may have an 
advantage by taking the test at 
their own high school, as’they 
are already familiar with’ the 
site. 

The. ACT. is.a curriculum- 
based test, notan aptitude or an 
IQ test.. Instead, the questions 
on the ACT are directly related 
to what'students have learned in 
high school courses in English, 


‘mathematics and’ science. Be- 
» cause the ACT tests are based 
/ on what is taught in the high 


school curriculum, students are 

generally more comfortable 
with the ACT than they are with 
traditional aptitude tests or tests 
with narrower content. 

High school students may 
take the test as many times’ as 
they are willing to pay. the reg- 
istration fee. Most students 
who take the test more than 
once see an increase’ in their 
scores, so college counselors 
suggest that students take it 
early and often, 

The test includes five por- 
tions, four of which are re- 
quired by all area’ schools. 
Subject areas are English, math, 
science, reading and an optional 
writing portion, 

The ACT will be adminis- 
tered again Saturday, Oct, 25,

Elba Water & Electric officials continue 
to move forward with water well project

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board is moving Closer to a de- 
cision on drilling a new water 
Well East of Elba; 

While ho definite decision 
has’ been made, engineers for 
the utility, Peters Municipal 


Engineers, are compiling data 


from Utility records, research- 
ing financing options with the 
United ‘States. Department. of 
Agriculture (USDA) :and pri- 
vate funding (no government 
loans nor grants), Elba Mayor 
James Grimes said this week 
he hopes they will be ready 
with their report‘in time’for the 
November meéting of the util- 


For ith Fol 


ity board. 

Grimes said the revolving 
loans available from the State 
of Alabama are for long-range 
projects and not for sudden re- 
placement of bad wells, He ex- 
plained that applications are 
accepted one year and the mu- 
nicipality will not know if it is 
approved until the next year. 

The mayor added that when 
a new well is ‘drilled it will.be 
near the existing tank near the 
city limits, East of Elba off U. 
§. 84. He added that the utility 


department is in thé process of 


purchasing the needed prop- 
erty. 

The utility board is also 
looking. at installing an’ 8” 


water pipe under Pea River to 
better. intéerconhect the entire 
water system. Grimes said at 
present there is only one 6” 
water line: under the fiver, and 
itis in the Smith Avenue area 
near the site.of thé old crooked’ 
bridge, 
this line would not be enough 
to maintain ‘an, adequate water 
flow to East Elba incase of an- 
other extended outage. 

During the’ present water 
Well ‘outage, water is being 
pumped across the river with a 
temporary electric pump, ea- 
pable of pumping 400 gallons 
per minute. This unit is Set up 
behind, the , old. post office 
building.

‘Influenza immunization clin- 
ids are scheduled throughout the 
state beginning in October. 
County health:departments and 
other ‘health care proyiders in 
Alabama expect to have an. 
ample supply of influenza vac- 
cine for the 2008-2009 season. 

Annual influenza vaccination 
is recommended for most peo- 
ple, beginning for children at 
age 6 months, to protect against 
outbreaks. which — generally 
occur from November to March 


‘in Alabama. 


“The Centers for Disease 
Control :and: Prevention  esti- 
mates that each year in the U.S. 
between 5 and 20 percent of the 
population ‘is infected with in- 
fluenza, about 36,000: people 
die and more than 200,000 are 
hospitalized because of in- 
fluenza complications,” said Dr. 
Donald Williamson, state rakeetat 
officer. 

Typical symptoms of the flu 
include fever''and ‘respiratory 
symptoms such as cough, sore 
throat, runny ‘or stuffy nose, 
headache, muscle aches, and 
often extreme fatigue. The pub- 
lic is also reminded to follow 
basic infection control measures 
to help prevent the spread of the 
flu, These include covering the 
mouth and nose with a tissue or 
cloth when coughing and sneez- 
ing, staying at home when sick, 


and washing hands frequently, “"

Alabama landowners, including limited resource producers and new ot beginning farmers, who 
have resource concerns on pasture land, cropland, forest, of land used for wildlife are encouraged 
to participate: The EQIP program, administered by NRCS, provides technical and financial assis- 
tance to individuals interested in addressing soil, water, air, and related natural resource concerns 
on their operations. EQIP generally supports a wide variety of activities: the establishment of per- 
manent covers, crosion control, grazing protection, wildlife habitat enhancement, soil quality, and 
various water quality protection systems. Forestry practices which are generally supported include 
tree planting, forest stand improvement, site preparation for natural regeneration and forest stand 
analysis leading to better forest management. The Food, Conservation, and Energy Act of 2008 
(2008 Farm Bill) expanded the purpose of EQIP to include forest management, energy conserva- 
tion, as well as practices related to organic. production and fuel management.
